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ATTORNEY'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Selectmen  and  I?ihabitants  of  Gilmanton: 

I  deem  it  proper  that  I  should  inform  the  town  in  regard  to 
its  legal  affairs  during  the  past  year.  At  the  commencement 
of  the  year  two  suits  for  damages  on  the  highway  were  pending 
in  the  supreme  court  for  Belknap  county.  The  place  of  the 
accidents  was  the  shorter  of  the  long  bridges,  so-called,  on  the 
road  leading  from  Gilmanton  Iron  Works  to  Lower  Gilmanton. 
The  time  of  the  accidents  was  May  6,  1898.  The  parties  who 
claimed  to  be  injured  were  Mrs.  Nellie  Nelson  and  Mrs.  Ruby 
M.  French,  each  claiming  damages  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars. 

The  suit  of  Mrs.  Nelson  was  tried  before  a  jury  at  I  he  May 
term  last.  At  my  suggestion  E.  P.  Jewell,  Esq.,  of  Laconia, 
was  retained  to  assist  in  the  trial. 

The  town  was  heavily  handicapped  by  the  fact,  which  could 
not  be  successfully  contradicted,  that  the  bridge  where  the  ac- 
cident happened  was  in  a  bad  and  dangerous  condition.  The 
selectmen  of  the  town  realizing  this  fact  had  made  arrange- 
ments to  rebuild  the  same  and  the  lumber  was  on  the  ground 
for  that  purpose  at  the  time  of  the  accident. 

The  case  for  the  town  was  tried  well  and  a  strong  argument 
made  by  Mr.  Jewell.  While  at  no  time  did  we  expect  a  ver- 
dict for  the  town,  we  did  not  anticipate  such  a  verdict  as  the 
jury  rendered — viz  :  the  sum  of  $4,850.  This  verdict  was  as 
much  a  surprise  to  the  attorneys  for  the  plaintiff  and  to  all 
persons  who  heard  the  trial  as  it  was  to  us.  This  verdict  car- 
ried with  it  the  taxable  costs  amounting  to  $100.  Some  ex- 
ceptions were  taken  and  arrangements  made  to  carry  the  case 
to  the  law  term  on  legal  points  alone,  but  upon  a  very  care- 
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ful  investigation  of  the  decided  cases  we  found  that  the  town 
could  not,  in  our  opinion,  sustain  its  objection,  and  that  the 
verdict  in  all  human  probability  would  be  sustained,  thereby 
adding  several  hundred  dollars  in  costs.  While  I  realize  that 
some  of  our  townsmen,  smarting  under  what  they  conceived 
an  unjust  verdict,  would  have  been  pleased  to  have  continued 
the  controversy,  even  at  considerable  expense,  I  had  no  hesi- 
tation in  advising  a  settlement  at  a  discount  of  five  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  and  in  addition  thereto  a  release  of  any  claim 
the  husband  might  have  for  loss  of  services,  etc. 

The  town  paid  in  full  settlement  of  the  verdict,  $4,400. 
Considering  the  fact  that  a  verdict  stood  against  the  town  for 
$4,850  with  costs,  I  was  satisfied,  and  am  now  satisfied,  that 
no  mistake  was  made  in  the  settlement  and  that  the  town  prob- 
ably saved  at  least  one  thousand  dollars  by  doing  as  it  did. 
The  selectmen  acted  wholly  upon  the  advice  of  Mr.  Jewell  and 
myself.  While  I  know  of  no  just  criticism  that  can  be  made 
upon  any  one,  should  there  be  any  it  should  fall  upon  the 
counsel  of  the  town  who  advised  the  settlement  and  are  per- 
fectly conscious  that  their  advice  was  for  the  best  interest  of 
the  town. 

The  case  of  Mrs.  French  was  continued  to  the  November 
term,  and  would  have  been  in  order  for  trial  at  that  time. 
Considering  the  extreme  uncertainty  of  the  result  of  a  jury 
trial  in  this  case,  as  it  was  generally  conceded  that  this  lady 
received  more  or  less  serious  injuries  and  had  been  a  pro- 
nounced invalid  since  the  accident,  with  the  liability  of  the 
town  already  established,  I  commenced  early  negotiations  for 
a  settlement.  It  required  a  large  amount  of  work  to  accom- 
plish the  result,  but  upon  the  first  day  of  the  November  term 
the  town  paid  in  full  release  of  all  claims  of  the  plaintiff  and  her 
husband  and  costs,  $3,500.  There  can  be  no  doubt,  at  least 
there  is  none  in  my  own  mind,  as  to  the  above  settlement  be- 
ing for  the  best  interest  of  the  town  as  well  as  the  plaintiff. 

The  result  of  the  above  claims  should  be  a  perpetual  object 
lesson  to  the  town  to  take  the  utmost  care  of  its  bridges,  cul- 
verts and  places  needing  railings,  as  a  small  amount  of  money 
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properly    and    timely    expended    may  save  thousands  of  dol- 
lars.

June  26,  1899,  the  town  was  summoned  to  appear  before 
the  county  commissioners  upon  the  petition  of  the  City  of  La- 
conia  to  contribute  to  the  expense  of  building  a  new  highway 
to  take  the  place  of  the  Marsh  Hill,  so-called,  in  Belmont. 
The  proposed  highwaywas  mostly  in  Belmont  ;  only  a  small 
part  in  Gilford  and  Laconia;  nearly  one-half  of  the  petitioners 
for  this  road  or  fifty-one  persons  were  inhabitants  of  Gilman- 
ton.  I  appeared  in  behalf  of  Gilmanton  and  conclusively 
showed  that  the  burden  of  our  town,  with  over  one  hundred 
miles  of  road  to  be  kept  in  repair,  summer  and  winter,  was 
greatly  beyond  that  of  Laconia  with  its  seventy  miles  of  roads 
and  streets.  Upon  hearing  all  the  evidence  the  commissioners, 
while  they  laid  out  the  road,  did  not  assess  Gilmanton,  but  in 
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their  report  did  say  that  the  town  was  greatly  benefited. 
Judgment  was  entered  upon  the  report,  and  for  the  present  at 
least,  we  have  escaped  from  any  contribution.  I  know  my 
townsmen  will  pardon  me  for  suggesting  that  in  the  future 
they  carefully  abstain  from  signing  petitions  for  new  highways 
wholly  outside  the  limits  of  their  town. 

This  is  the  fourth  time  Gilmanton  has  been  summoned  to 
help  contribute  to  building  roads  in  other  towns  in  which  I 
have  appeared  as  counsel.  In  one  case  the  town  had  to  pay 
the  sum  of  $200,  and  in  the  others  were  not  charged.  While 
it  may  be  for  my  interest  personally  as  counsel  for  1he  town  to 
have  litigation  of  this  kind,  I  believe  that  this  town  has  all  it 
can  do  to  maintain  its  own  highways,  and  I  am  most  willing 
to  forego  any  fees  I  might  receive  from  this  class  of  business, 
provided  our  townsmen  will  not,  unthinkingly  in  most  cases, 
sign  petitions  of  this  character.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


To  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Gilmanton  the  School  Board 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

The  number  of  schools  supported  the  past  year  has  been 
fourteen,  the  same  as  last  year.  The  whole  number  of 
scholars  attending  school  not  less  than  two  weeks,  220  ;  boys, 
112;  girls,  108.  Number  of  different  teachers  employed,  20, 
— one  male  and  nineteen  females.  For  further  information  in 
relation  to  studies,  attendance,  etc.,  we  refer  you  to  the 
statistical  table. 

For  many  years,  in  fact  since  "  The  memory  of  man  runneth 
not  to  the  contrary,"  it  has  been  customary  for  committees 
and  school  boards  to  eulogize  or  discredit  each  school  and 
teacher  separately.  Nearly  all  of  the  teachers  employed  have 
taught  school  in  town  several  terms,  and  have  long  since 
established  a  reputation  as  good  and  capable  teachers.  Then 
why  this  repetition  from  year  to  year.  No  other  public 
servants  of  the  town  are  annually  complimented  or  discredited 
by  published  printed  remarks.  Nearly,  or  quite  all  surround- 
ing towns  have  long  since  given  up  this  old  custom.  For  this 
year,  at  least,  we  have  decided  to  get  out  of  the  rut.  It  will 
be  observed  by  reference  to  the  statistical  table  that  our 
schools  have  been  divided  into  two  terms  of  eight  and  thirteen 
weeks  each.  As  our  school  year  now  ends  August  first, 
instead  of  May  first  as  formerly,  this  report  will  be  found  to 
be  made  up  of  fall  and  spring  terms  instead  of  spring  and  fall 
terms. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  school  board  to  raise  the  general 
standard  of  our  schools,  but  zealous  school  boards,  competent 
teachers  and  comparatively  comfortable  school  houses  are  not 
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the  only  requisites  in  securing  good  schools.  The  sentiments 
of  parents  towards  a  wholesome  discipline  must  be  correct. 
A  live,  capable  teacher  means  a  live,  valuable  school.  But 
capability  embraces  a  wide  range  of  qualification,  and  no  one 
has  a  claim  to  the  position  of  teacher  of  a  school  unless  the 
claim  is  founded  on  the  fact  that  he  or  she  is  the  best  that 
can  be  hired  for  the  salary.  This  simple  statement  of  a  sound 
principle,  sometimes  lost  sight  of,  is  all  that  is  necessary.  No 
one  will  attack  it.  To  elect  a  teacher  is  easy;  to  select  the 
best  is  difficult, — mistakes  are  liable  to  occur.  We  believe 
our  teachers  as  a  whole  have,  however,  worked  zealously  to 
help  raise  this  standard.  During  the  past  school  year,  schools 
have  greatly  improved.  Doubters  of  this  statement  are  urged 
to  visit  them  ;  observe  them  carefully.  It  may  take  time,  but 
it  will  pay.  The  unhappy  will  find  some  comfort.  All  along 
educational  lines,  as  well  as  along  industrial  lines,  methods 
have  changed  and  improved.  Advancement  of  thought  has 
crystallized  into  advanced  methods.  Improved  methods  in 
teaching,  like  improvements  on  industrial  lines,  did  not  come 
in  a  moment,  but  have  been  a  wholesome  growth;  one 
thought,  effort  or  result  forcing  the  next.  But  neither  indus- 
trial methods  nor  educational  methods  are  perfect;  never  will 
be.  There  will  always  be  a  higher.  School  work  today  con- 
sists more  than  formerly  in  teaching  the  pupil  to  think ;  to 
start  from  a  familiar  fact  or  principle  and,  step  by  step,  to 
reach  a  logical  result.  Not  only  is  more  information  stored 
but  what  is  far  better,  it  is  the  true  method  of  increasing  the 
power  to  think  and  of  cultivating  a  sturdy  self-reliance. 

During  the  year  we  have  finished  the  exchange  of  readers 
and  geographys  commenced  last  year.  This  has  caused  quite 
a  little  outlay  of  money,  and  we  hope  it  will  be  the  means  of 
causing  the  scholars  to  take  hold  of  the  work  with  a  renewed 
determination  to  gain  as  much  knowledge  as  possible. 

It  has  seemed  to  be  the  duty  of  the  writer  to  visit  more  or 
less  of  the  schools  in  the  south  and  west  parts  of  the  town 
during  the  past  year.  We  are  very  much  pleased  to  report 
that  we  found  some  very  fine  schools  under  the  instruction  of 
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some  very  efficient  teachers.  Here  we  also  found  some  very 
good  scholars.  We  are  also  pleased  to  report,  that  in  each 
instance  were  we  met  by  a  goodly  number  of  the  parents;  in 
fact,  the  visitation  of  schools  by  parents  and  friends  is  on  the 
increase  all  over  town.  This  is  one  of  the  best  indications 
that  everything  will  go  well  in  the  school  room. 

The  roll  of  honor,  or  record  of  perfect  attendance,  is  con- 
stantly increasing,  and  now  numbers  about  one  hundred 
names  for  the  year.  It  is  very  encouraging  that  so  many  have 
been  neither  absent,  tardy  nor  dismissed  for  so  many  weeks. 
These  children  are  learning  a  lesson  in  punctuality  that  will 
be  more  valuable  than  can  well  be  estimated. 

REPAIRS. 

At  your  last  annual  election  it  was  voted  to  raise  one 
hundred  dollars  for  painting  and  otherwise  repairing  school 
buildings.  Some  twenty  five  dollars  of  this  money  has  been 
laid  out  in  repairing  the  Rogers  school  house ;  suitable  to 
convene  a  school  therein.  The  fall  term  of  school  was  held 
here  instead  of  in  the  Lamprey  district.  We  have  also  caused 
to  be  painted  the  building  on  Page  Hill,  and  we  have  paint 
enough  bought  and  paid  for  to  give  this  house  another  coat 
this  spring;  also  the  Lougeetown  house  two  coats. 

It  will  be  absolutely  necessary  to  do  considerable  repairing 
on  the  Griffin  school  house,  if  a  school  is  to  be  taught  there 
the  coming  term. 

The  financial  part  of  this  report  is  given  to  Feb.  15  as 
heretofore. 

We  hereby  return  thanks  to  all  throughout  the  town  for 
their  kindness  and  courtesy.
